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determining the interaction between the agent and the MAGE-A12 HLA binding peptide 
as a determination of the disorder. 

34.(amended) An isolated polypeptide which binds selectively a polypeptide of claim 1, 
provided that the isolated polypeptide is not an HLA molecule. 
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42.(amended) A vaccine composition comprising the polypeptide of claim 1 and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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44.(amended) A vaccine composition comprising an antigen presenting cell of claim 40, and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

42. (amended) A vaccine composition comprising the polypeptide of [any of] claim[s] 1 [-4] and 
a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

44.(amended) A vaccine composition comprising [a cell selected from the group consisting of a 
T lymphocyte of claims 38 and 39 and] an antigen presenting cell of claim[s] 40 [and 41], and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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
